Another victim of the continuing 





hassle around the eastern 
Antelope Valley (Hi Vista, Calif. and 
surrounding area) is the Ponderosa 
series of low-key desert races. Los 
Angeles County Sheriffs pulled 
into the Ponderosa lot Sunday, 
March 6, and told the event 
organizers that anybody riding 
without a notaritzed permission 
slip from the property owner could 
be issued a citation. Not wanting a 
major confrontation, the event 
promoter sent everybody home. 


AMA Grand National Championship 
competitor Greg Sassaman has ap- 
pealed his suspension by the AMA. A 
board will be appointed by AMA 
president Bob Rudolph to hear the 
appeal at a future date. Meanwhile 
Sassaman may continue to compete 
pending the outcome of that meeting. 


Saturday night after the Atlanta 
Supercross, Yamaha racing team 
manager Ken Clark expressed 
some dismay over Bob Hannah's 
use of the box stock YZ 250 to win 
the race. Clark had wanted the 
“Hurricane” to use the OW 26 fac- 
tory bikes like Burgett and Kars— 
makers. “He's making my job a 
lot more difficult,” said Ken about 
Bob. “If he keeps wanting to race a 
production bike and winning with 
it, then the factory certainly won't 
want to provide us with any more 
bikes. That could be a setback for 
developement.” 


The YZ 250 D which Hannah used at 
the Supercross was the same bike Bob 
used to win the 250cc class of the 
Florida Winter-AMA Series. 


Hannah, who can jump five people 
lying down using a bicycle with 
out a ramp, says he would like to 
jump ten people during inter- 
mission at the L.A. Superbowl of 
Motocross. 


Billy “Sugar Bear” Grossi suffered a 
bruised kidney in the final Florida 
Winter-AMA Series race and had to 
miss the Atlanta Supercross. 


Russ Darnell, journalist/motocross 
instructor, has offered free 
motocross schools for riders selec- 
ted to represent the United States 
in the 52nd International Six Days 
Trial, September 5-10 in 
Czechoslovakia. Darnell has been 
conducting motocross schools for 
a number of years. His offer comes 
as a result of growing sentiment 
that motocross ability is becoming 
absolutely essential for any top- 
notch ISDT rider. 


The Flying Machine Factorys 1977 
National team will consist of John 
Savitski, Ron Turner and Gary 
Ogden. Team members Gregg 
Toyama and John Smith will ride some 
Nationals, but will primarily 
concentrate on local club racing. 


The Cactus Cats M.C. will be 
holding a benefit D-37 hare 
scrambles on March 27. Proceeds 
will be divided equally between 
the Mitch Mayes Rehabilitation 
Fund and Rescue 3.

Husqvarna's "King Richard” 
Burleson rode through the first 
two AMA National Enduros of the 
season as if the competition 
weren't even there, winning the 
Feb. 29 Masterlinks Enduro in 
Mississippi, then rolling right 
through the soggy Stone Mountain 
run in Georgia, March 5. Will there 
be an unprecedented fourth 
National Championship for The 
King? It's beginning to look like it. 


The first big pre-Daytona happening, 
the Barberville Half Mile on March 6, 
saw Guy McClure, Mark Cox and 
Rich “Whitey” Kirschner take Expert, 
Junior and Novice Mains, respectively. 
McClure's victory came after a private 
duel with fellow Texans Terry Poovey 
and J.R. Rawls. Corky Keener "tested 
my leg again" when his crank broke 
and he slid down in practice. The leg 
held. California's Eddie Lawson got 
third Junior and semi-factory rookie 
Scott Pearson took fourth Expert 
behind Steve Freeman after Rawls 
went wide in the final turn. 


The Endoes MC have picked up 
the first District 37 Semi Pro 
motocross date, April 24 at 
Edwards AFB, Calif. There will be 
three Pro classes plus sidehacks, 
with payback subject to the 
AMA's $600 limit (or $200 per 
class).

March 26, and our own SoCal 
circuit opens its regular season 
April 12 at Ventura. This year, the 
team speedway schedule at the 
five California tracks will be cut to 
eight weeks, topped by a Team 
Championship. Remaining dates 
will be old-fashioned Open Nights 
of traditional Handicap and Scratch 
racing.

March 13 Wild Hare Scramble. The 
event was to have provided benefit 
funds for the Georgetown Divide 
Medical Center. There may be a 
reschedule date this fall, says the club. 








Jimmy Weinert and Racing World President Jack Cummings give the 
park's master plan a last going-over, as the official Grand Opening, the April 
1-2-3 Cyclerama ‘77, draws closer. The revitalized cycle park, now divorced 
from Escape Country, is being heavily invested with improved, quality 
facilities and racer-designed competition courses.

Lack of water 
has caused the cancellation of San 
Jose’s March 20 half mile and the 
postponement of the San Jose pro 
half mile from April 3 to April 17. 


Womens’ National Champion Sue Fish 
confided that she would like to race 
the AMA 125 National motocross 
circuit, starting in 1978. 


It seems that being Womens’ 
National Champion does not 
necessarily guarantee a license to 
ride bikes on the street. A 
Department of Motor Vehicles 
tester wouldn't let Sue Fish take a 
California Driver's license test 
because she couldn't stand flat- 
footed on the machine. 


Gene Romero came out the winner in 
CBS’ “Challenge of the Sexes.” Racing 
360cc short trackers on Ascot's 
quarter-mile track, Romero beat 
Diane Cox by a couple of bike lengths 
in two consecutive five-lap heats. 


U.S. Speedway Champion Mike 
Bast was a Sunday-only entrant at 
the V.O.T.E. Two Day Trial, riding 
as an Amateur. Bast's an avid trials 


rider who says trials practice helps’ 


build stamina, wrist strength, 
throttle contraol and other good 
stuff that helps him go fast at 
night. 


“This isn’t a sissy track”. says 20-year- 
old Marty Smith, who is supervising 
construction of a minicycle Supercross 
track that will bear his name. The 
Smith circuit replaces the old MX 
track at Racing World (formerly a 
part of Escape Country) with a 122- 
foot automatic starting gate and night 
lighting. Smith will be on hand to 
dedicate his track at Noon April 1, as 
the Racing World/NMA/Bel-Ray/- 
everybody Cyclerama ‘77 gets 
underway. 


You've heard of foreign exchange 
students? Well, SoCal MXer 
Warren Reid’s family is harboring a 
“foreign exchange racer” — 17 
year-old Darryl Willoughby from 
Australia. He's a top-scoring 125 
Pro motocrosser at home, and will 
be here about eight weeks 


, One chance to tune for Ascot's 100-lap 


TT, says Don England at 395 
Raceways, near Adelanto, Calif. 
Responding to racers’ cries for a 
tuneup race on a big track, the AMA 
District 37 TT Motorcycle Club will 
throw a TT and Half Mile at the high 
desert race site Sunday, March 20. 


The American ' Motocross Club 
(AMC) has changed their schedule. 
They will be holding races at 
Carlsbad on first and third Sundays 
and at Saddleback the other two 
Sundays of the month. Or, more 
simply, the opposite of CMC. 


Ove Fundin did not make the “U.S. vs. 
the World” lineup. The five-times 
World Speedway Champion was 
sidelined by a wrist injury. 


Gary Nixon, who had a good 
chance at winning the Daytona 
“200” (changed into a 100 by rain), 
didn't qualify. He broke his right 
wrist when Harry Hunt's TZ250 
seized both cylinders in Turn One 
during lightweight practice. If only 
Nixon had stuck to his Erv- 
Kanemoto-prepared 750s. . . 


During the 100-mile 250cc Inter- 
national race at Daytona, 10% of the 
starting field crashed at one turn. It all 
started with two riders down, but their 
spilled gas slickened the inside line in 
infield Turn Four. Corner workers 
refused to display the oil flag or apply 
powder to the spill until Randy 
Mamola (one of the unfortunates who 
crashed there) grabbed the bag of 
powder and started to throw it on the 
slick spot himself. By that time, eight 
riders had crashed, including Mike 
Clarke, who got up to finish 14th. 


Steve McLaughlin's Daytona 
effort was ill-fated at best. He 
siezed three engines in practice, 
crashed in practice, and couldn't 
get his monocoque TZ750 together 
at all. McLaughlin finally qualified 
on a friend's bike (one of 
McLaughlin's old motorcycles), but 
didn't finish. At one point during 
the long week, he said he was 
ready to retire. 


Mike Clarke flew back to California 
with a broken foot and major road 
rash after being bumped by another 
rider in the Daytona Chicane during 
practice for the F750 race. 


Californians at Daytona won the 
Supercross (Bob Hannah); swept 
the first four Superbike Production 
places (Cook Neilson, David Emde, 
Wes Cooley, Reg Pridmorel; won 
the Novice race (Eddie Lawson); 
finished second in the F750 race 
(Kenny Roberts); and took fourth in 
the 250cc race (Harry Klinzmann.) 
More racers from California (20) 
qualified for the F750 race than 
from any other state or country. 
Some people say they don't care 
how the hell they do it in 
California.

Your article in the March 2, 1977 
issue on ‘landowner .and_ police 
harassment of dirt riders prompts me 
to write.

35. Needless to say, park officials soon 
outlawed the presence of bikes. 

We have other cases of abuse 
ranging from early morning 
adolescents on their unbaffled Honda 
90's to adults (who should know better) 
chasing livestock. 

Please don't misunderstand my 
intent. I have owned several dirt bikes 
and enjoy the sport immensely. The 
point I am making is we had our 
opportunities and lost them through 
the abuses of a few who disregarded 
the rights of others. Now we all suffer. 
I will not be so pretentious as to 
pretend that I understand your 
problems in California; but I do know 
that if bikers don't police their own 
kind, someone will be more than 
happy to do it for them. Then who 
wins?

too steep slopes causing accelerated 
erosion. That area is far too open for 
anything native to thrive. Native 
grasses survive in some accessible 
places but are sparse and short. They 
only grow in their full luxuriance in 
places inacessible to domestic animals. 
Every once in a while in my travels I 
come across an ungrazed area. They 
are amazingly beautiful.

After reading your article regarding 
the Suzuki RM 125B in Cycle News 
West, January 26, 1977 plus your 
“Voices of the West” comments by

John Huetter and Gary Hymes in Cycle 
News. West, March 2, 1977, I would 
like to offer the following: i 

During the summer of 1976, while 
practicing regularly at Saddleback 
Park, I witnessed a series of tire tests. 
For about eight days, Suzuki tested 
three van loads of tires with such riders 
as LaPorte, Elliot, Turner, Jennings 
and Moates. The tires were mounted 
on wheels and numbered to indicate 
different treads and rubber 
compounds.. The track was in poor 
condition and placed a high demand 
on the tires. 

After the tests, I talked with most of 
the riders and: asked them how they 
felt the IRCs compared to Metzelers 
and others. They all indicated that the 
IRCs were as good or better and that 
Suzuki would be offering them as 
standard equipment on the RM-B 
models. 

I submit that the Suzuki tests were 
more accurate and thorough than the 
Cycle News tests and should be 
seriously considered before one rushes 
out to change his/her stock IRC tires.

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 13 


What should have been the 36th-annual Day- 
tona 200 became the Daytona 100 Sunday 
afternoon. Tire wear problems caused officials 
to break the race down into two 100-mile legs, 





and then rain caused the second heat 
to be canceled. Yamaha's Steve Baker, 
who ran away from his only opposition 

Kenny Roberts — in the first leg, 
was declared the winner of the 
opening round of this year's Formula 
750 World Championship Series. The 
victory netted Baker over $19,000 and 
put him at the head of the pack in the 
three-race AGV Helmets World Cup 
Trophy Series which will see the 
concluding rounds run at France's 
Paul Ricard Circuit and Italy's Imola 
Autodromo Dino Ferrari. The win 
accompanied Bakers Lightweight race 
victory the previous day to make him 
the first "double winner" since Gary 
Nixon's 1967 double. 

The week started off on a down note 
as rain cancelled all of Monday's 
scheduled practice. Tuesday brought 
the first indication of trouble-to-come 
as tire problems cropped up. The two 
"laser-beam quick" Yamahas of Baker 
and Roberts were obviously going to 
require a tire change in a 200 mile 
race. Other competitors also had 
doubts about the chances of their tires 
lasting the full 200 miles on a track 





which was more abrasive this year due 
to recent Florida freezes. Saturday saw 
many making alterations to their bikes 
to cut down on the time required to 
change rear wheels. Kel Carruthers 
said both Baker's and Roberts’ bikes 
could have the rear wheel replaced in 
about 30 seconds. Privateers fortunate 
enough to have spare wheels said their 
changes would take four to five 
minutes — racers without the money 
for spare wheel assemblies were out of 
luck. 

The first official change in the 
standard running procedure of the 
race was issued in a release Saturday. 
It read, "At the conclusion of the 32nd 
lap of competition (123 miles) all 
competitors will receive the black flag 
to check tires and make changes if 
necessary. The race will continue one 
hour later on the 33rd lap with the 
checkered flag scheduled to fall after 
52 laps and 200 miles... A 
combination of factors has caused the 
organizers to make this decision. “The 
factors include higher horsepower of 
the machines which is expected to lead 
to higher competitive speeds than at 





any time in the history of this event,’ 
officials said.” 

That statement triggered protests by 
many privateers from all nations. 
Typical of the complaints was one 
rider’s: “I came to run 200 miles. I can 
run 200 miles on a set of tires. If those 
ultra-quick guys can’t — tough! Don’t 
change the race for the benefit of a 
couple of factory sponsored bullets.” 

Rider reps were chosen to represent 
each country which had two or more 
riders present. (Pat Evans asked, after 
the list of countries that had riders 
present was read off by referee Charlie 
Watson "What about California?"). 
The results of the meeting which 
followed produced the following 
statement, "The 200-mile race will be 
run in two 100-mile legs, using the 
Olympic-FIM scoring system to 
determine the winner. One hour will 
separate the events. The race 
organizers said that the change is 
regretable (sic) but has been done at 
the request of the riders and the tire 
manufacturers in the interest of safety.” 

"Regretable" was the released word, 
but "absolutely sick" was how one 
Daytona International Speedway 
spokesman described how they felt 
about the whole dale. "You can bet 
itll be a 200-mile race next year. 
Haven't they ever heard about weight 
minimums or carburetor restrictions?" 

Whatever, the decision stuck and 
riders faced two 100-mile legs Sunday 
afternoon. When asked if they would 
be paid for performances in each leg, 
they were told that there wasn't 
enough time to break down the purse 
and that the pay-off would be based, 
as the official statement read, on the 
overall results. 

Qualifying, delayed by rain until 
Friday, turned out as expected when 
Steve Baker and Kenny Roberts posted 
near identical one-lap record speeds; 





Baker at 111.772 mph and Roberts at 
111.678. Down more than three mph 
to Baker was Warren Willing in third 
starting position with a 108.708 mph 
lap. Rounding out the front row of the 
three-wave starting grid of 80 riders 
were last year's Daytona winner 
Johnny Cecotto (108.166) and 
Frenchman Patrick Pons (107.755). 
The first non- Yamaha rider ‘was next 
on the grid and the "rebel" was 
Australia's Gregg Hansford (107.569). 
Hansford's N.J. Doyle sponsored/ 
tuned green-meanie had been 
trimmed down from its 1976 
weight of 320 pounds to 300. Ron 
Pierce was next fastest (107.467) on 
the first Yamaha non-OW31 replica — 
he rode Harry Klinzmann's TZ750C. 


Just as time trials proved what had 
been expected, so did the start and 
finish of the first (and last) 100-mile 
leg. Roberts and Baker rocketed off 
the grid and led the field around the 
3.84 mile Daytona course. Hansford 
crossed the line third at the 
completion of lap one, followed closely 
by Skip Aksland and Patrick Pons. 


Several riders failed to complete the 
first lap. David Emde unloaded in the 
chicane while trying to pass Cecotto 
(“I think Cecotto dropped oil,” said 
Emde later.) with Mike Baeder and 
Ron Mass crashing after hitting 
Emde's bike and trail of debris. Emde 
popped his dislocated shoulder back in 
place himself, and was released from 
the track hospital after x-rays. Baeder 
and Mass were retained overnight in 
the local hospital; Baeder with four 
broken ribs, Mass with a broken 
collarbone. 


Lap two saw the Roberts-Baker (or 
was it the Baker-Roberts?) show 
establish their strength as they opened 
up a five-second lead over the trailing 
field.

The large Venezuelan contingent on 
hand shed tears on the third lap when 
their national hero Johnny Cecotto 
pulled into the pits and retired from 
the race due to an oil leak from his 
gearbox. The leak was the cause of 
Emde's lap one crash. 

At the end of Lap Five Baker had 
opened up a slim margin on Roberts 
and was averaging 108 mph. 
Takazumi Katayama had moved into 
third, a position that Gene Romero, 
Greg Hansford and Patrick Pons were 
also trying to secure. 

Mechanical retirements by the ninth 
lap included go-fasters Skip Aksland 
(clutch), Steve McLaughlin (ignition) 
and Gary Scott (seizure). McLaughlin 
had gone down in Sunday morning's 
practice session and Scott had suffered 
a seized engine in the same session. 

By lap ten Baker was averaging 
109.099 and held a seven-second lead 
over Roberts, whose best motor had 
broken in practice. Roberts was riding 
with a spare engine and later said, 
"Steve had a bit more power coming 
off the corners. Rather than ride too 
hard to stay with him I backed off and 
just waited to see what would 
happen." 

Behind the front running duo the 
field was settling into several race-long 
dices for top positions. The rundown 
after ten laps read Baker, Roberts, 
Katayama, Hansford, Romero, Pons, 
Ron Pierce (turning in a fine ride 
aboard a Non-OW31 Yamaha TZ), 
Dutchman Boet van Dulmen, reigning 
AMA road racing champ Randy Cleek 
and reigning Formula 750 champ 
Spaniard Victor Palomo. 

Gas stops started on the tenth lap of 
the 26-lap heat with leader Baker 
coming in on the 14th lap and bringing 
the crowd to their feet with a four- 
second stop. With Baker pitting, 
Roberts, aboard a combination 
Yamaha which utilized the chassis of 
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(Top) Franco Uncini (H-D 308), Gregg Hansford (Kaw 302), Kenny Roberts 
(Yam 2) and Steve Baker (Yam 32) all led the 100-mile 250cc race. Only Baker 
finished. (Above) Baker was joined in the winner's circle by Takazumi Katayama 


his 1975 bike and a new engine and 
fairing, took over the lead. Roberts 
pitted on the 17th lap and Baker was 
home free; opening up a 28-second 
lead over runnerup Roberts on the 
final lap. 

It appeared in the late stages of the 
leg that Roberts was not only losing 
ground to Baker but was also about to 
be challenged by Katayama. 
Checkered flag time, though, saw 
Roberts maintaining an eight-second 
lead over the third place finisher 
Katayama and his Sarome Racing 
Team OW31. Katayama suffered 
burns on his right leg due to an 
unwrapped right side exhaust pipe. 

Rounding out the top ten were 
Hansford and his Kawasaki, Don 
Vesco sponsored Gene Romero on an 
OW31, Australian Warren “Red 
Rocket" Willing aboard his self-

sponsored Yamaha, Frenchman 
Christian Sarron on one of the Team 
Sonauto Galolses Longues sponsored 
Yamahas, Pat Evans and his Paul 
Dahmen-sponsored/Fritz Huebner- 
tuned Yamaha, and Dutchman Boet 
van Dulmen and his self-sponsored 
Yamaha nipping the BS&W/Bel-Ray 
sponsored OW31 of Randy Cleck at 
the line for ninth. 


Retiring from the race in the late 
stages were French ace Patrick Pons, 
who was running as high as fifth until 
his clutch forced him to call it a day on 
the 21st lap, and Ron Pierce, who had 
qualified seventh fastest. Pierce 
pushed his bike — suffering a bad 
center crankshaft bearing — out from 
the pits and took the checkered flag 
using manpower for propulsion. 

Then the rain started. ©

Baker de- 
cisivein 
100-mile 
250cc race as 
opposition 
falters

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 12 

Steve Baker, playing a game of 
wait and see in the early laps of 
the 100-mile International Light- 
weight event, came up with an 


easy victory as a myriad of problems 
took his leading competitors one by 
one. 

Baker led Takazumi Katayama to 
the checkers by a margin of almost 30 
seconds with "Zoomie" holding double 
that margin over Rich Schlacter. 
Harry Klinzmann and Frenchman 
Pierre Soulas rounded out the top five 
Yamaha mounted riders. 

As expected, Kenny Roberts and 
Steve Baker won their respective 
qualifying heats on their special Kel 
Carruthers constructed lightweight (as 
much as 30 pounds lighter than a 
standard TZ250) and specially-faired 
Yamahas with Baker the fastest. 





Englishman Chas Mortimer scooted to 
victory in the third heat after pushing 
challenger David Emde out into the 
gravel at the edge of turn one when 
Emde tried to pass. Emde crashed, but 
jumped up to qualify for the final. 

Roberts split immediately for the 
final-race lead with Kawasaki- 
mounted Australian Greg Hansford 
right in his draft. A short distance 
behind were Harley-Davidson (Italy) 
factory rider Franco Uncini and 
Baker with Katayama, Mortimer and 
H-D mounted Jay Springsteen staying 
close. The Uncini-Baker duo moved 
up and began a four way fight with the 
lead swapping so intense that it 
changed hands 15 or more times in the 
first three laps with Hansford braking 
his way into the lead at 180 degree 
turn four every time for the three laps. 
Often during these laps, the leaders on 
the banking and down the front and 
back straights were two, three and 
four abreast. After five laps, the first 
place position changed 25 times. 

On the fifth lap, an intense battle 
began to brew for seventh with 
Schlacter, Mortimer (who had slipped 
back), Klinzmann, Doug Teague and 
Soulas mixing it up in a five bike draft. 
Mortimer crashed in the chicane on 
the same lap, suffering face and neck 
injuries when his helmet was torn off 
in a violent slide. Mortimer had tried 
to outbrake to make up for a slowing 
bike, but ended up hitting the hay 
bales. 

Crashes began to take their toll and 
one such incident spelled the end for 
Roberts on lap 12. A slower rider fell 
going into the chicane. Roberts, 
taking evasive action, went out onto 
the grass. “The engine quit on me and 
I lost my advantage (unofficially 
seven seconds). Since my monoshock 
had stopped working two laps earlier, 
I didn’t feel it was worth the risk to try 
and catch the field.” 

“The monoshock was like a pogo 
stick when Kenny brought it in,” said 
tuner Kel Carruthers afterwards. 

During a similar incident one lap 
earlier, Franco Uncini crashed in the 
chicane picking up dirt in his drum 
brake and making it inoperative. That 
quickly ended his race. The average 
speed up to lap 10 was 99.091 mph 
and climbing. 

With Roberts out and Uncini 
about to take the same route, Baker 
inherited an approximate 10-second 
lead on Greg Hansford with Katayama 
making a determined move through 
the pack to close the gap. Springsteen, 
Schlacter, Teague and Mike Clarke 
followed with Klinzmann close 
behind. David Emde, ‘unnoticed by 
most, had already moved from a near 
last start (79th on the grid) and had 
passed 54 riders into 25th spot on his 
way to a final 10th placing. 

By lap 15, Springsteen was slowing 
with brake problems, as Schlacter 
swooped into fourth. Baker held a 
comfortable 18-second lead. Pierre 
Soulas was making progress as he 
moved through traffic towards an 
eventual fifth spot. Springer later 
crashed in turn one. He was unhurt. 

Katayama continued to close on 
Hansford as he slowed, the victim of 
rotary valve wear. The problem had 
been acknowledged and solved by 
Kawasaki Japan, but parts were not 
received to correct the problem. 

As the Hansford/Katayama duo 
neared the entrance to pit road on lap 
18, the Japanese star shot into the 
lead. Hansford shadowed and 
swapped the lead with Katayama for 
the next two laps as the pair played ot 
a close quarters dog fight. 

Hansford slowed on lap 23 and then 
went directly into the garage area on 
the next go around. He had run out of 
gas, the victim of a too small tank and 
a helluva lot of hard racing. “We don't

normally run 100-mile events and at 
those speeds, there just wasn’t enough 
gas. I feel very bad about having to 
lose because of a situation like that,” 
said Hansford. Schlacter moved to 
third with Hansford out. 

Kayayama, who had been given a 
warning on the grid by AMA 
referee Charlie Watson about 
complaints from a number of riders 
about over-aggressive riding (“I must 
race to win, yes?" answered 
Katayama), cut almost 20 seconds off 
Baker's once-huge margin before the 
checkers. It was not enough. 
Katayama later joked about his 
problems of seeming to have only 
enough horsepower to finish second 
when he races in the United States. 

Baker's strategy of getting the feel of 
the "new" bike before making a 
definite move, paid off for himself, 
tuner Bob Work and the contingent of 
Yamaha Motor Corp. Japan who 
hovered around the rising star. 

Racing rock star Takazumi 
Katayama was his usual self, casting 
stage presence over the vietory 
ceremonies and looking like he would 
break out into a song, if only handed a 
guitar. 

The race was probably the sweetest 
for Rich Schlacter. Schlacter has been 


building a reputation as one of the 
fastest 250cc racers in the northwest 
for the past three years, but until 
today nobody really knew how fast. 
Tuner Kevin Cameron, in a moment 
of reflection later said, “Watching 
Rich complete that last lap and take 
the checkers was one helluva thrill. 
Our hard work paid off.” e.

Lawson gets 
Novice win for 
birthday

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 11 7 
Eddie Lawson of Ontario, Calif., 
celebrated his 19th birthday 
with a victory in the 76-Mile 
Novice event, but it took the 








birthday boy almost half the race to 
convince the other invitees that it was 
his party. 

Lawson, aboard a Ted Dann- 
sponsored, Carl Brown-tuned T2250 
Yamaha, fitted with Mack carbs and 
pipes, had a trio of party crashers in 
Lance Jones, Scott Shinn and Steve 
Biganski to contend with im the early 
going as the four played swap position 
in a front running pack. 

Gadsden, Alabama’s Lance Jones 
was the only one hanging around for 
the victory celebration. It was the first 
ever road race for Jones who had a 
total of five laps on the bike and the 
track before his qualifying heat in 
which he took third following Lawson 
and Shinn. Third place in the victory 
celebration: went to Craig Morris of 
New Boston, Michigan who sliced his 
way through the pack on his Doug 
Teague sponsored, Bruce Teague 
built Yamaha. 

Lawson led the field from the pole 
position on the opening lap through 
the infield with a good portion of the 
other 79 riders in close pursuit. 
However, once the bikes hit the high 
speed banking the horsepower haves 
and have-nots were quickly separated. 

The race quickly split into a 
rubberband lead snap situation with 
Lawson, Shinn and Biganski doing the 
honors on the first three laps. Jones, 
never more than a few bike lengths 
away, used late braking to advantage 
to slip into the lead on lap seven of the 
20 lap event, ahead of Shinn. 

Jones and Shinn were in command 
on lap nine with Lawson close behind. 
By this time it appeared that while 
Jones was fastest through the infield, it 
was Lawson who had the top end 
speed where he needed it. 

Traffic began to get heavy by the 
halfway flags with Shinn pitting one 
lap later for a lengthy two lap stop 
while Lawson and Jones put ground on 
Biganski. Morris was fourth by now 
and took over third two laps later. 

Meanwhile, Lawson and Jones had 
spent the laps 12 through 14 running 
side by side or wheel to wheel testing 
each other in some very exciting 
racing. Lawson then pulled away 
slowly to a 10-second-plus margin of 
victory. 

It was Lawson's party, but he was 
the quietest of all in victory lane 
allowing only that he was "happy to 
have won" and that he "experienced 
problems with a sticking shift lever 


' that took a few laps getting used to." 


Lance Jones’ crew of sponsor Floyd 
Tapp, tuner Bubb Pattman and 
helpers Woody Kyle and Chuck 
Strubbe were ecstatic. They had 
replaced a crankshaft after practice 
and then experienced ignition failure 
just before going to the grid which 
necessitated repair with no time to re- 
time the bike. “We were cutting it 
close all day,” said Woody Kyle. Jones 
wasn't satisfied. "It was fun, but I was 
dirt tracking it a little too 
much... putting my foot down in 
the corners while braking. I'd like to 
win Charlotte." Coincidentally, the 
bike Jones rode had been bought only 
days before from Lawson's sponsor. 

"] was off a little slow at the start," 
said Craig Morris, "and ran in ninth 
about half the race before really 
beginning to move. If I had a better 
start, the outcome might have been 
different." e.

The win served only to qualify him for 
the final moto. That's where the 
money was. That's where Yamaha 
Motor Corporation, USA would prove 
its investment in the young Californian 
to be a worthwhile venture. And that's 
where the Hurricane would blow to yet 
another overall victory on his Keith 
McCarty-tuned production model 


YZ250D Yamaha motocross machine. 
But it wouldn't come easily, 


“I thought today was going to be the 
day,” George Ellts consoled his son 
when it had ended. Jim had taken a 


fair start (fifth at the end of lap one) 
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and worked it into a seemingly solid 
lead in the first four laps of the 12 lap 
final moto. Then he dropped suddenly 
from the front to a spot barely within 
the topten. 

“Front brake cable caught,” Jim 
responded to the question, “it hooked 
over the fork top at the jump near the 
finish line." When the Can-Am's forks 
compressed, the cable looped over a 
tube, and when the forks extended 
again, the front brake locked up. 
Determined, the Connecticut rider 
renewed his forceful charge and was 
able to blast back up to take second 
place by the end of the short moto. 

Ossa's Marty Moates had been 
another serious challenger, hounding 
holeshot artist, Team Bultaco's Kenny 
Zahrt, in the early laps. Then on the 
third time around, Moates was forced 
out with a dislocated shoulder. And he 
hadn't crashed! 

Pulling alongside in an effort to pass 
Zahrt over a jump, Moates got the 
Ossa straight up — almost over 
backwards — in midair. When it hit, 
the front end snapped down violently, 
injuring his left shoulder. 

"It pulled out of the socket," Marty 
said, rubbing the shoulder. “But I put 
it back in," he added matter-of-factly. 
His forced retirement cost Team Ossa 
all hopes of a good Daytona showing, 
with teammate Greg Robertson out 
with the flu. 

Equipo Bultaco experienced mixed 
results. While early leader Kenny 
Zahrt gave up only two spots — to 
Hannah and Ellis — for a hard-earned 
third place overall, his teammates 
weren't as fortunate. Ignition 
problems kept Rich Fierstedt out of 
the running while gearbox difficulties 
("something in the transmission — a 
selector part") sidelined Wayne Boyer. 

"One of these days you're going to 
come over to say Congratulations!" 
instead of "What happened?" Bevo 
Forte, tuner of John Savitski's FMF 
Suzuki shook his head. John, as he's 
done so often before, got a decent start 
(third) but this time his bid for a front 
row finishing place ended. when he 
"laid it down" in Gary Bailey's token 
mudhole on the course, a tight 
lefthander. 

Kawasaki's Terry Clark overcame 
vision problems (“I got roosted — 
couldn't see after the seventh lap!") 
and a bout with the flu to score fifth 
place. "I didn't really feel like 
charging because I've had the flu all 
week,” he said despite putting on a 
hard ride. Add to those problems one 
good hard get-off where the course 
crosses the paved road race staging 
area, and fifth seems like a remarkable 
placing. 

Teammate Gary Semics, who had 
led most of last week's Mr. PIBB 
Superbowl of Motocross at Atlanta 
Stadium before his chain broke, had 
nothing but a hard time at Daytona. 
Bogging the motor off the line, Gary 
was back around 30th on the opening 
lap. Hard riding on the tight track 
brought him up to 12th by the end of 
the short event. 

Holding up Team Husqvarna's 
honor, 500cc National Champion 
Kent Howerton staged an unbelievable 
come-from-behind run up to fourth 
place. 

"I got off the line slow, then went to 
the outside because I figured everyone 
else would go for the inside. But I was 
wrong and got forced out over the 
corner of a jump (another section of 
track). Then, somebody knocked a 
haybale into the track and I hit that," 
Kent explained. He was in 23rd place 
at the end of lap one, tenth at the 
halfway mark, and finally fourth. 

Team Suzuki's best placing went to 
Danny LaPorte who rode to a steady 
seventh place. Jeff Jennings left the

program early with a seized motor — a 
problem that also removed Tony D 
from the final event. 

"It broke," a discouraged DiStefano 
responded immediately after the 
incident, "the motor." Tuner Alan 
Hahn was only slightly more specific. 
"It stuck," he offered. 

Jim Pomeroy scored the best among 
the Team Honda riders, taking a 
midpack start and whittling his way to 
sixth by the moto's end. Tommy Croft 
wound up 17th after a scary endo right 
in front of the grandstand. And, 
following an outstanding effort, Marty 
Smith earned no money at all. 

“Tl show you how it went,” Marty 
responded to the how'd-it-go query, 
"come over here and take a look." 

He had started in sixth place, then 
charged up toward the frontrunners as 
the crowd encouraged every move in 
his high speed chase. But the same 
pace that carried him frontward also 
proved to be his demise. Clearing an 
imposing double-hump jump that 
most riders chose to ride over, Marty 
managed to break the Honda's 
swingarm. A crack had formed just 
behind the right side shock mount, 
and the flex derailed the chain. 

“It was a freak thing," Smith 
continued, "I put it back on and tried 
again but it kept coming off." He 
paused a moment, thoughtful, "I was 
really going for it, too. Somebody's got 
to stop him." 

Top privateer of the afternoon, 
Florida s Monty McCoy started llth 


and finished ninth between Pierre 
Karsmakers and Chuck Sun. Monty 
did the deed on a Sunshine Cycle 
Suzuki, keeping Floridians, in 
particular, and other residents of the 
Southeast on their feet and cheering. 

It had been a hectic afternoon, the 
fast-paced Supercross format adds do- 
or-die feeling to the formerly I'll- 
make-it-up-next-moto set. It ended 
with the top three bikes being held for 
AMA inspection — now a standard 
procedure. 

“They checked my motor in 
impound?” Bob Hannah asked. “Did 
they laugh when they saw it?” Winning 
so consistently on the modified 
production machine has everyone 
wondering how long it will last. And 
more than a few riders are a little 
embarrassed.

Collins paces inter- 
national speedway stars 
to double test match 


victory

COSTA MESA AND IRWINDALE, CA. MAR. 11 & 12 
The World side made good its boastful return 


as current World Champion Peter Collins led 
them in scoring two straight victories in a 
reborn “U.S. vs. The World" challenge match. 


The best riders in the U.S. went up 
against stars including former World 
Champion Ivan Mauger (NZ); current 
World Champion Peter Collins (GB); 
four-time World Champion Barry 
Briggs, (NZ); and Anders Michanek, 
1974 World Champion (Swe). 

At Costa Mesa, these international 
champions gave over 8,200 paid fans a 
show they won't soon forget. The 
young American team, consisting of 





current U.S. Champion Mike Bast, 
Bruce Penhall, Bobby Schwartz, Mike 
Curoso, Scott Autrey, Rich 
MacMurray, and Larry Shaw. made 
repeated comebacks, trailing by four 
early, then tieing the Europeans in the 
seventh race. As late as the 13th race 
the Americans, headed by high point 
man Bruce Penhall, trailed by eight 
points, rallied to tie in the 18 and 19th 
heats, only to eventually fall by two, 





55-53. Racing was the type that brings 
a crowd to its feet in the first turn and 
keeps them up until the checkered 
flag. 

Ivan Mauger, winning easily in heat 
one, gave the Europeans a motivating 
start. But his teammate Plech dumped 
his bike, thus allowing the Americans 
to also pick up three points as 
Schwartz and Penhall stayed up. The 
second event marked the first head-to- 
head confrontation between US 
champ Mike Bast and current World 
Champ Peter Collins. This was a 
meeting many hardcore speedway fans 
had paid to see. But Bast couldn't 
head either European rider, and the 
World team went ahead. This was just 
the beginning of a below-par night for 
Bast, who was heavily counted upon to 
pick up big points for the locals. 
Several reasons for Bast's poor showing 
could be given; the fact that he was 
riding a new bike, or that he had 
received third degree burns on his arm 
a week ago, or maybe just that he was 
up against so many World Champion 
riders. 

The score remained close through 
the next few heats. Curoso got a first 
and a second, Shaw and Penhall each 
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got a second, thus keeping up with the 
Europeans who. got wins from Collins 
in the fourth heat, Michanek in the 
fifth, and Mauger in the sixth. Things 
looked up briefly in the seventh heat as 
the US team received its first sweep by 
the Penhall-Schwartz duo. The sweep 
tied the score and had the fans 
screaming, almost downing out 
announcer Larry Huffman's hysterics. 

This was a good time for a 
momentum change, with Bast 
appearing in heat eight, but Bast 
broke the tape. Rich MacMurray took 
Bast's place and finished last as the 
European pair of Mauger and 
McMillan swept the race to douse the 
Americans' spirits. 


In the next heat only the stalled bike 
of Barry Briggs kept the World team 
from widening their lead as Peter 
Collins took his third straight win. 
(Collins was not to lose a race all 
weekend. The only person to stop him 
was himself as he broke the tape in his 
first heat at Irwindale.) 


Penhall scored a thrilling win in the 
first race after intermission but in the 
next heat Mike Bast finished last. 
Then Mike Caruso and Scott Autrey 
notched the second sweep of the 
evening for the U.S. The next three 
heats were split. 


Once again the crowd had reason to 
go crazy as Bruce Penhall and Bobby 
Schwartz rode one of the most 
outstanding races of the night, 
spending most of their time on the rear 
wheel, sweeping the race. Now the 
score was tied with two races to go. As 
the next heat came out of the first 
turn, it was Bast in front, but Mauger 
found a groove on the outside and 
rode past. Larry Shaw finished third, 
so the score remained tied with the 
final heat left. 

By now no one believed anybody 
could beat Collins, but if any one 
could, it would be the hot-riding 
Curoso. The lead changed hands four 
or five times. Coming out of the final 
turn it was Collins, Briggs, Autrey and 
Curoso. Autrey bumped off Briggs, 
pulling Curoso into second. It looked 
like a tie at the last moment but before 
the cheering came to a peak Curoso 
lost power! Briggs slipped by at the 
wire and the World Team had won the 
first of three races, 55-53. 

Saturday night found a packed 
house at the newly reconditioned 
Irwindale Raceway oval. Harry

Oxley's latest acquisition had recieved 
a new crash wall and showed signs of 
other improvements. 

The hoped-for better showing of 
Bast came about as he almost doubled 
his Friday point total of seven with 13 
on Saturday. But only eight points 
from Fridays American high point 
man, Bruce Penhall countered 
improvements from Bast. 

The first three races ended up split. 
Three of the next four races were 
sweeps, two by the Europeans. The 
fifth heat was the most exciting as 
Penhall, Schwartz, and Anders 
Michanek battled it out for the entire 
race. Penhall almost lost it in every 
turn but held off Michanek to win. 

Directly after intermission Mauger's 
bike broke, leaving him with his back- 
up bike. He still won the rest of his 
races. 

The Americans were holding on to a 
four point deficit coming into the 14th 
race. At the start Bast broke the tapes 
and was disqualified, though he felt it 
was not he who broke them. This 
became apparent as he remained in 
the starting block. When the crowd 
realized what he was doing they let out 
the loudest roar of the night, 
prompting Bast to toss off his helmet

and sit sideways on his bike with a look 
of permanance. When World Team 
captain Barry Briggs advised officials 
he would not object to Bast riding, the 
crowl loved it. Bast won the race 
handily and that was the last time the 
crowd had anything to yell about. 

In the 16th heat Bobby Schwartz 
was tumbled out by referee John 
Snider, but he too was allowed to race 
when Michanek informed the referee 
that it was both he and Schwartz who 
broke the tapes. The Americans were 
able to return the good sportsmanship 
when Zenon Plech from Poland was 
tossed out for the same reason. 

The final race of the night ended 
appropriatley as Collins easily 
outdistanced Bast and Shaw to win 
by a secure margin. That gave the 
World Team a total of 58 points to the 
American's 50. 

Shortly after Collins took the final 
checkered flag, U.S. team manager 
Sonny Nutter filed a protest against 
the Europeans for using their reserve 
rider Jim McMillan six times. 
Supposedly the F.1.M. rule allows only 
five rides for a reserve. At this writing 
no decision had been made, but a 
decision is expected at Ventura, the 
final event of the series.

Wyoming’s Cotton 
Guio wins Arizona’s 
Gila Bend GP

GILA BEND, AZ, FEB. 27 

“Lots better’n Soboba!” were the 
words of the first man to finish: 
Jimmy Halford, who had paid 
$100 for Mitch Mayes’ entry at 
Soboba. Since the Grand Prix was a 
30-second interval start situation, 
Halford had to sweat out the possible 
early arrival of the mysterious rider 
#120. If the ninth-row starter came in 
in less than four and one-half minutes 
after Halford, then he got Jimmy. And 
he did. In fact, Cotton Guio (390 
Husky) came in two minutes after 
Halford: a two and one-half minute 
cushion. The Guio family, four strong, 
drove 1100 miles one way, from Big 
Piney, Wyoming. According to the 
senior Guio, Ken, that’s 90 miles south 
of Jackson Hole. While a trek like this 
is not uncommon, it should be noted 
that they made a similar trip two 
weeks earlier to ride the D-37 Moose 
Run, which Ken had ridden 25 years 
prior. The diminutive, 27-year-old 
Cotton has been hitting the major D- 
37 desert wars for several years now. 


The course was basically a 34-mile 
loop through the flat alluvial basin 
surrounding the usually-dry Gila River 
channel. Several miles of intown 
pavement were used, as were a couple 
miles of canal bank. The majority of 
the course followed existing jeep roads 
and sand washes. Guio's average speed 
over the four-lap Expert race (136 
miles) was 44.3 mph. 

The start was flagged off at 12:00 
noon in 30-second intervals from in 
front of the old Gila Bend Hotel. With 
357 riders, the start procedure took 39 
minutes, causing some ill-founded 
concern that the first row leaders 
would be in before the last row started. 
It took Jimmy Halford 47 minutes to 
make his dust-free way around and 
back into town with a flourish. 


The home check, on the pavement 
in town, was a fine place to observe the 
warriors in action. Locking up the rear 
brake was standard operating 
procedure. Locking up the front brake 
put Tom Clark into the “Whoa” sign. 
Which was attached to a Yamaha. 
Great fun! 


It should be noted that the 
Amateurs and Experts rode four laps, 
or 136 miles. The Novices, Beginners, 
Ladies, Trail bikes and Seniors were 
out for three laps: 102 miles. So 
everyone surely got enough distance to 
ride. 

The race for overall and first Open 
Expert were one and the same. Jimmy 


Halford had, on one hand, an 
advantage in starting on the front row. 
He jumped into the lead and never saw 
dust until he started catching back 
markers on the second lap. However, 
his position as physical leader meant 
that he never actually had to race with 
anyone, and he couldn't tell if anyone 
was catching him. Cotton Guio, while 
literally racing against the clock, also 
could gauge his situation by passing 
the eight rows of riders in front of him. 
The overall mile-an-hour average for 
Guio was 44.3 mph, and 43.7 for 
Halford: a 1.396 difference. Jimmy 
said he was geared for "85 in a 105 
mph race." 

Third overall, and first 250 Expert 
was ex-car jumper Gary Wells. With 
the wide-open roads, Wells must have 
had his 250 on the boil! Wells was 
slower than Halford by about 1.2596: 
a pretty tight three-way race. 

The 125 winner, at 14th overall, was 
Tom Cleveland, from Parker, AZ, 
who ran the course at over 38 mph. 
This was Tom's first ride as a 125 
Expert. 

The second place 250 Amateur 
rider was Dennis Prescott on a bizarre 
Sweden-Japan combination: 
Hondavarna. The thing must work. 
The first three places in the Open and 
250 Amateur classes finished in overall 
sequence, with the first two Open 
bikes riding out of Nolan's Action 
Cycle. Nolan's had many racers 
placing very well, more than any other 
shop. 

The part of the course that ran up 
sand washes often had overhanging 
spine-carrying Palo Verde trees, and 
riders often had to run through the 
branches, nothing severe or unusual 
for Arizona. Number three 250 Novice 
Charley Marsh had numerous cuts and 
scratches on his nose and neck. 
Charley opinioned that "... speed 
burns.” Hmmm. I had been led to 
believe that speed kills. 

The Lost Coyotes MC, a District 37 
club, sent over several riders, 
including ol’ sand-bagger himself Roy 
Asaro, who cut the three laps at almost 
40 mph, for first-overall “non-expert” 
and first 250 Beginner. As an example 
of “blowing ‘em in the weeds,” the 
second-place 250 Beginner was 47th 
overall. 

The Seniors were broken into two 
age groups: Over-40 and a “Young 
Oldie” (35-40). Usual-ADRA-Over- 
40-winner is John Dios, on a B-50 
Beezer thumper. But this wasn't his 
day, and he had to settle for third. 
Don Bilsbarrow (KTM) of Tucson and 
Vern Darland, another Lost Coyote on 
another KTM slipped in ahead. I 
imagine those Austrian machines are 
just too much for The Queen's Iron. 
The 35-40 group was taken by Bill 
Murray, from beautiful downtown 
Burbank. He came over with the 
Women's Division winner, Ms. Toni 
Van Knapp. Toni beat out Barb 
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Don Grigsby (1) and Danny Perkins come in out of the darkness at Corona’s 
half-mile, where Steve Fortune won twice. 





Wright, from Las Cruces, New 
Mexico, the usual ADRA Ladies’ 
winner. 

An outstanding theatrical 
performance was achieved by Eddie 
Ornelas, Jr., from Casa Grande. 
Eddie, an Open Beginner, collapsed at 
the finish and could only say "terrific" 
in a very small voice. It eventually 
became obvious that all this Sarah 
Bernhardt-stuff was for the benefit of 
his lady friend. But he said he did have 
a good time: ". . . whee . . .”. 

The course, while it was very fast, 
did not take a large toll in human 
suffering. According to Phil 
Aurerhiemer, there were five broken 
collarbones as the total serious 
injuries. e

SALT LAKE CITY, UT, FEB. 26 
The Dirt Palace, officially the 
Coliseum of the State Fair- 
grounds, is located in the midst 
of a populated area. Outdoor 
motor vehicle racing was outlawed 
after 1972. So the series was run on 
strict controls, including the use of 
synthetic oil, mufflers, and no riding 
outside the building. Any riding 
outside, if noticed by fairgrounds 
officials, is grounds for losing the 
facility, and indoor places not 
prohibitive in price are difficult to find 
in Utah. This series was managed 
thriftily enough by the Iron Ponies MC 
that large crowds were not essential for 
financial support. Overall winner for 
the series was Jim East, No. 3 in track 
this year, who won a Honda Enduro. 
Another Honda was raffled off. 


The eager 125 Amateurs managed 
three false starts in their second heat, 
leaving only Brent Thurgood and 
Monte Morris on the front line. Brent, 
who is good anyway, ready to move 
up, got the holeshot. Monte tried to 
pass inside but Brent kept him 
blocked. They finished one and two in 
class. 

The 125 Expert class was combined 
with 250 Experts, then split into an A 
and B group for the heats.

Speedway rider Danny Maxwell 
crashed his TT500 in the first heat of 
the Open Expert class, was out for the 
rest of the meeting. Chris Billings 
shoved past Tim Goldrick and '76 top 
tracker Bob Best to win. In the second 
heat Best moved up after a slow start, 
catching Chris in the last few yards for 
a thriller win by inches. In the main 
Best didn't quite catch Billings. Jerry 
Hill (Hus) moved up suddenly for 
third.

Allen 
bounced back to out-pull a division of 
125 Novices aboard a new RM125B, 
also the mount of 125 Division One 
winner James Hardee of Ft. Worth. 
The Zooks took the 100 class, too, with 
Jeff Coker and Randy Woodward at 
the throttle. 

"Who is that guy?" wondered Senior 
Mini class observers, as they watched 
Steve Howard, all the way from 
Midland, Texas clean both rounds on 
a YZ80. More familiar were Novice 
Mini winner Bryan Abernathy of 
Arlington and Over 30 first place 
Dwight Leatherwood. 

With the track a little faster in the 
afternoon, the Experts hit the ground 
running, and more than a few did 
some unscheduled soil sampling. One 
who didn't was 125 Expert winner 
Richard Reeves, who turned two 
seconds into an overall win while 
David Jones (Hon) and Danny Doss 
(Suz) couldn't do it twice. Doss 
returned from a stumbling first round 
to take the final, but for Jones it was a 
trip to the doctor. After leading gate 
to flag in the opener, Jones hooked 
bars off the start of the second moto 
and broke an elbow in the subsequent 
crash. 

In the 250 Expert, Bobby Pickard 
(Pen) walked away at a 1-1 clip, but 
right off the bat in round one, another 
comer bit the dirt with lasting 
consequences. Young pro Kurt Janish 
went down and suffered a broken leg. 
One of the new speedsters in the area is 
Dave Perry of Euless, whose RM's are 
always WFO, and when he doesn't 
crash too often, he'll do things like 
take second overall in today's 250 
class. 

The top three places in Open Expert 
remained undecided until the finish 
line. of the last moto. Ricky Kidd 
(Pen) Wyman Priddy (Bul), and 
Bobby Pickard (Pen) all had a chance 
for first as they swapped positions. 
Pickard led the trio over the last hill 
before the checkers, but his third from 
round one (due to an errant plug wire) 
came back to haunt him. Priddy 
nearly lost it, got over in the deep stuff 
and momentarily bogged down, 
opening the door for Kidd, who 
clipped Wyman for second at the line 
to take a close 1-2 decision over 
Pickard's 3-1 and Priddy's 2-3. e

Neilson's 
“California Hot 
Rod?” beats the 


Superbikes

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 11 


Cook Neilson and his 883cc Ducati Desmo ran 
away from the usually-close Superbike Produc- 
tion class to win with a 30-second margin over 
second-place David Emde (Mack Kambayashi 


1.000cc Kawasaki) Riding a Phil- 
Schilling-tuned  twin-cylinder Duck. 
Neilson rode all alone and out in front 
from the second lap on. 

Wes Cooley, Jr. led the first lap with 
his Yoshimura R&D of America 
Kawasaki 1,000cc Kawasaki until the 
fourth turn of the 3.87-mile Daytona 
road course. There, Neilson sailed 
past on the inside and rammed his 
fine-handling racer into the lead. 
Cooley repassed when Neilson missed 
the shift into fourth gear on the short 
straight section leading to the infield 
exit onto the banking. But when 
Neilson again stuffed it under Cooley 
at Turn Four on the second lap - and 
didn't miss the shift into fourth the 
race for first place was all over. Even 
then, Neilson and Cooley were well in 
front of the pack. 

At that point, the order was no 
surprise. In practice carlier in the 
week, Cooley's bike was clocked 
through the speed traps as the fastest 
Superbike Production machine at 
153.06 miles per hour. Ncilson's 
Ducati, which he calls “ The California 
Hot Rod," was second fastest at 


149.50. But stop watches told another 
story Neilson was running two 
seconds a lap faster than anyone else in 
practice. The Ducati, which made 
90.4 horsepower on C.R. Axtel's dyno 
in California, was the lightest and best 
handling machine in the racc. 

For awhile, the only racing was back 
in third place, with Neilson and 
Cooley well spaced in front of Reg 
Pridmore (Butler and Smith 1,000cc 
BMW), Lang Hindle (Lester Wheels 
1,000cc Kawasaki), a fast-moving 
Emde and Mike Baldwin (860 Moto 
Guzzi). 

Pridmore, whose wobbling BMW 
was far off the top speed of the leaders 
in practice at 142 miles per hour, 
couldnt hold off Emde, who w 
racing a big Kawasaki for the fi 
time. Since the Superbike Production 
heat race was cancelled due to rain, 
riders had been gridded according to 
1976 Superbike Points. Pridmore had 
started on the pole, with Emde three 
rows behind. 

Cooley's shocks lost all their 
damping, sending the Kawasaki into 
giant tank-slapping wobbles that had

Cooley's feet flying off the pegs near 
the entrance to Turn One. Cooley 
backed off, hoping to finish, and 
Emde, seeing that Cooley was having 
trouble in the distance ahead, gassed it 
up. Emde caught Cooley. 

Meanwhile, Mike Baldwin and Reg 
Pridmore were going at it for fourth 
place. Baldwin's pressure pushed the 
hard-riding Pridmore right up behind 
Emde and Cooley. Emde passed 
Cooley, and Cooley backed off instead 
of repassing with horsepower. 

"| figured I'd slingshot him at the 
finish," said Cooley later, "but I came 
out onto the banking and it got into a 
giant wobble. I couldn't hold the gas 
on - I had to back off." 

So Neilson won by half a minute, 
with Emde, in his first Superbike 
Production ride second, and Cooley's 
fastest Superbike in third. Last year's 


winner, Steve McLaughlin, lost third 
gear in his Udo Geitl, Tod Schuster, 
and Kenny Augustine (non-Butler and 
Smith) BMW. Ron Pierce parked his 
Johnny Kokinos BMW after two laps 
when the bike, which McLaughlin 
rode for Butler and Smith last year, 
tank-slapped him into the air in front 
of the pits. The new Superbike 
Production rule requiring standard 
swingarms (bracing allowed) affected 
most competitors, as their wobbles 
showed. Neilson's and Emde's bikes 
didn't shake their heads at all. e
